Rubrics in red; text 
underlined in red (cheaper than using red ink) when the text gives "rubrics," i.e. instructions, e.g. ff. 10v-14, 151v- 
156v, 158v-160v, 165-166, 172-173, 174, 176-180. 

Notes: In the first part of the book, between leaves that are hair-to-hair (but not flesh-to-flesh), offset from facing page 
onto facing page (versos to facing rectos, and rectos to facing versos) of the dark colored text's ink (but not of the red 
ink of the rubrics); for example, in one gathering, the offset is mainly between ff. 35v-36, 37v-38, 40v-41 and 41v-42, 
48v-49.
